Makes Strong Plea 


To Turner 


An urgent appeal to the 
state’s chief executive to order 
the withdrawal of troops sent 
to Tipton to enforce the unjust 
testing of cattle for tubercul- 
osis, and bring to an immediate 
halt the extravagant and wholly un- 
necessary expenditure of public 
funds used to maintain martial law 
now existing in Cedar county, was 
made in a telegram sent to Gover- 
nor Dan Turner Wednesday night 
by Norman Baker, publisher of the 
Midwest Free Press and friend of 
the farmers in their present crisis. 

The governor’s attention is called 
in Mr. Baker’s message .to the fact 
that the cost of keeping the troops 
in Cedar county, is approximately 
$30,000 weekly. ‘He points out that 
if the other counties in the state 
stand pat just long enough to draw 
troops to their sections, even though 
they consent to the testing, it will 
mean over half a million dollars in 
expense to the taxpayers. 

Urges Nebraska Plan 

The present system of.cattle test- 
ing, Mr. Baker contends, is also 
costing hundreds of thousands _ of 
dollars which are being needlessly 
expended. The state of Nebraska. 
which has had its cattle testing dif- 
ficulties as well as Iowa, refused to 
allow more money after the testers 
demanded. additional. appropria- 


Since Governor Turner i fils ad 
dress: to members of the Muscatine 
County Farm Bureau at. West Weee fine |e 
erty last week, said he would lower 
taxes in the next two years, it is 
suggested by Mr. Baker that the 
withdrawing of troops from Cedar 
county, would be a good start to- 
ward tax reduction. 

Unfair Reports Given 

That the unfair reports regard- 
ing the Lenker farm affair were 
misrepresentations that resulted in 
the governor ordering the troops to 
Tipton, is the belief of the farmers, 
is cited in Mr. Baker’s telegram to 
the state executive. 

A thorough investigation of the 
affair, in which reports were given 
the governor that state men were 
severely beaten when in reality, the 
incident amounted to a fistic en- 
counter, is asked by Mr. Baker in 
his message to the governor.

Davenport Papers 
Taken to Tipton 
But Few Are Sold 


TIPTON, Ia—(Special) — Evid- 
ently when the farmers are in town 
there is only one newspaper that 
can be sold in large numbers on the 
streets here. That paper is the 
Free Press, Muscatine’s largest 
newspaper and the fastest growing 
newspaper in the state of Iowa. 

Wednesday representatives of the 
Daily Times and the Democrat, 
both of Davenport, with hundreds 
of papers, appeared on the Tipton 
streets a short while before the 
Free Press salesman arrived, but 
the farmers decided to wait until 
they could read the paper which 
has befriended the farmers. To 
distribute their wares at all, the 
Davenporters were forced to give 
them away as though they had 
been hand bills. 

When efforts to sell the Daven- 
port papers failed, they were tak- 
en to the fairgrounds and given to 
the national guardsmen stationed 
there. Large numbers of them were 
also distributed on the streets, but 
though they were given away most 
of the farmers refused to buy them. 

During the past two days almost 
1,000 copies of the Free Press have 
been sold on the Tipton streets.

JAPAN SEEKING 
PEACE IN CHINA 


Troops Get Orders to 
Withdraw From 


Territory 


TOKIO — (INS) — In an effort 
by the Japanese Government to 
reach a peaceful settlement with 
China without intervention by the 
League of Nations, Japanese occu- 
pational forces in Manchuria re- 
ceived orders today to withdraw in- 
side the zone of the south Man- 
churian railway. 

The instructions to the army were 
contingent upon the ability of 
Chinese authorities to maintain 
order oytside the railroad zone. 

At least a dozen cities, including 
Mukden, were still reported under 
Japanese control with military 
heads expressing fears of renewed 
outbreaks against Japanese if the 
troops withdrew too hastily. 

It was stated authoritatively that 
the cabinet would oppose any at- 
tempt by the League of Nations to 
arbitrate the differences between 
China and Japan, although appeals 
from the league council and from 
the United States for a cessation 
of hostilities had the effect of 
hastening a solution of the Man- 
churian problem. 

Japan will insist however, offi- 
cials said on direct negotiations 
with Manchurian authorities or the 
Chinese nationalist government, 
while keeping. the .-League of Na- 
tions advised of its efforts to restore 
peace.

The order was 
drawn up by Governor Dan Turner. 

Little Activity Noted 

Activity at the fair grounds, west 
of town, where the troops have set 
up their tents, continued in the 
minimum here. Preparations for fur- 
ther action today were carried out 
with several companies being drill- 
ed in various formations of attack. 
Officers.entered into conference 
With Dr, Malcolm and later an- 
nounced that activity and testing 
would begin today. 

With rumors that Cedar county 
farmers were threatening to boy- 
cott local. merchants, ‘sépton citi- 
gens were not relieved by the 
arrival of troops, rumors that 
demonstrations might occur Wed- 
nesday afternoon or evening proved 
groundless. 

Sentiment in the city was divided 
with some taking the side of the 
farmers, and other falling in line 
with the troops. Many were of the 
opinion that the testing would be- 
gin without the slightest resistance 
while others entertained notions 
that considerable violence would be 
in store for troops and veterinar- 
ians.

Administration Much 
Worried by Turn 
Of Events 


By GEORGE R. HOLMES 

WASHINGTON — (INS) — The 
alacrity with which other large in- 
Gustribe have followed the lead of 
“Big Steel” and announced wage 
cuts averaging ten per cent dis- 
mayed President Hoover and his ad- 
visers today. But no administra- 
tion move to check or to off-set the 
wage trend appeared in the offing. 

Inquiriés coricerning possible goy- 
ernmental attion only met with 
statements deploring the action of 
the employers, and ending up with: 
“What can we do?” 

It is frankly anticipated in Wash- 
ington that the railroads will be the 
next to a the lower wage trend. 

Railroads Want Increase 

The carriers now have pending 
before the Interstate Commerce 
commission, a petition for a 15 per 
cent horizontal increase in rates, 
which very few anticipate is going 
to be granted. Unless it is granted, 
the expectation prevails throughout 
governmental circles that the rail- 
roads are going to slash the wages 
of ordinary labor. Even if the com- 
mission grants a 5 per cent in- 
creage in rates, which many believe 
possible, the feeling is prevalent 
that it will not deter the carriers 
from reducing their operating ex- 
penses via the wage cut route. 

A décision by the commission on 
the rate increase is expected by the 
middle or last of October. 

Fear Disturbances 

What will happen if and when 
the railrodds follow the example of 
the steel, automotive, rubber and 
other industries is a matter of con- 
siderable conjecture and little real 
knowledge on the part of adminis- 
tration officials. They are frank- 
ly fearful of industrial disturbances 
being added to what already prom- 
ises to be an extremély difficult 
winter. 

Railroad labor is pretty thorough- 
ly organized and conscious of its 
power. This has beén amply dem- 
onstrated many times in the past 
fifteen years. In any event, it is not 
as helpless as labor in the steel in- 
dustries, which despite prodigious 
efforts by the A. F. of L. has re- 
mained largely unorganized and 
thus unable to defend itself by con- 
certed action. 

Greeh Issues Statement 

In his bitter statement of last 
night, uttered only after careful de- 
liberation, William Green, president 
of the American Federation, sug- 
gested that the phrase “there will 
be hell to pay” might logically be 
taken as the outcome of widespread 
wage-cutting. His statement was 
aimed moré at the railroads than 
at steel, for railroad labor is more 
in a position to enforce its de- 
mands. 

Green only hinted at retaliatory 
action in the case of the steel 
workers. He suggested a mode of 
congressional action by pointing out 
that the present high tariff ratés on 
steel and steel products were es- 
tablished upon the theory that the 
American working man had to be 
assured of protection in his stan- 
dard of living. 

Steel Tariff Fails p 

If this stdndard of living is now 
to be lowered, he said, then it is 
evident that the steél tariff rates 
have failed of their purpose and 
should be lowered for the benefit of 
the consuming public. 

This suggestion will strike a re- 
sponsive chord in the minds of a 
considerable section of congress, 
which already opposes the high 
rates of the Smoot-Hawley law. 
Whether anything will come of it, 
however, is doubtful. Both republi- 
cans and democrats are chary of 
starting tariff or tax fights on the 
eve of a national election. 

The White House is dismayed but 
Silent concerning the wage cutting 
trend. All that has emanated from 
there since the announcement was 
the statement, “Mr. Hoover’s anx- 
iety for the maintenance of stan- 
dards of living in this country has 
been consistent and is unaltered.”

ANN ARBOR, Mich. — An all- 
conference quarterback, a potential 
all-American center, a veteran line, 
some brilliant sophomore halfbacks 
and a comparatively easy schedule

pionship football team, then the 
University of Michigan has just 
that. 
Frankly, we admit we’re puzzled 
trying to rate the Wolverines. The 


team didn’t look very hot last year, | 


yet finisher in a tie with North- 
wetsern for the title. The year pre- 
vious Michigan was picked to beat 
the world, and made a_ miserable 
showing. Now the experts are again 
picking Michigan as the standout 
team—but from past experience it 
seems that the experts are usually 
wrong about the school. 

On paper, the aggregation seems 
almost perfect. From end to end it 
lines up practically the same as it 
did last year, while the two new 
men in the backfield are rated as 
world-beaters. The schedule is 
made to order, with all the confer- 
ence games at home and arranged 
in such sequence that the hard ones 
are preceded by theoretical “‘push- 
overs.” 

Michigan Possible Champ 

Yet in spite of all this, we hesit- 
ate to pick Michigan as a sure re- 
peater. Possible, yes —but not cer- 
tain. We don’t believe that the 
Wolverines have improved to the 
extent that some of their oppon- 
ents have bettered themselves and 
one needn’t be too much surprised 
if the team loses at least one of 
its “big” contests to Ohio, Illinois 
or Minnesota. Indiana and Chicago 
are the other Big Ten opponents. 

Michigan’s offensive will again 
be built this season, as in 1930, 
around Harry Newman, who ought 
to be about the best quarterback in 
the Big Ten. It was Newman’s for- 
ward passing which enabled Michi- 
gan to stay in the championship 
race last fall, and it will probably 
be Newman’s passing which will 
keep the Wolverines in the running 
this year, too. Harry has put on a 
bit of weight and is still throwing 
line drive forward passes anywhere 
from ten to twenty yards. 

Staney Fay and Herman Ever- 
hardus, sophomores, are almost 
certain to start the season as regu- 
lars, with a good:chance of remain- 
ing there. Everhardus won the 
trophy awarded annually by the 
Michigan alumni club of Chicago, 
for showing the greatest improve- 
ment as a freshman. He han run, 
kick and pass and will probably be 
the regular punter. He hails from 
Detroit and weighs 175. 

Fay is a similar type, and is 
counted on to add plenty of versa- 
tility to the Wolverine backfield. 
Capt. Roy Hudson, at fullback, 
completes the quartette. 

Heston’s Son Prospect 

Jack Heston, youngest.son of the 
great Willie, is another fine back- 
field prospect. His brother, Willie, 
Jr., is now a senior and has done 
some pretty good work, but he’s far 
from the football player that Jack 
is. Jack, who prepped at Lake For- 
est acamedy, is the best kicker on 
the squad and can pass as well as 
run. 

They're also counting a lot 
around here on Harry Stinespring, 





140-pounder from Schurz high 
school. Harry has made a great 
impression with his ability in scrim- 
mage, and will see a lot of action 
before the year is over. 

In addition to these two sopho- 
mores are a number of verteran 
backs from last year’s squad, in-

All are good 
men to have sitting around. 

So far as the Michigan line is 
concerned, only one sophomore has 
a chance to break in.

Tom Cocke, a six foot, six inch 
giant from Senn high school, Chi- 
cago, is a good tackle prospect, as 
is Cecil Cantrill, a 200 pounder 
from Lexington, Ky. John Kowalig, 
all-city star from Schurz, is the 
best of the sophomores guards.

FROZEN ‘DEAD’ 
MAN TELLS OF 
OLD EXPERIENCE 


WHEATON, Til. — (INS)—The 
Yate Sir Reginald, Rankin, credited 
with having been “frozen into un- 
consciosness and recovered,” has at 
least one equal in this world, Olen- 
ius Olson, a merchant-tailor here. 

Sir Reginald who died Sept. 10 at 
Bryngwran, England, only recover- 
ed from one “death” while the 
‘Wheaton man has two to his cre- 
dit. 

Olson's second experience with 
death was during the winter of 
1880 when he was 18. At that 
time he started out with a party 
from his farm home in Wermand 
province, Sweden, to Christiania, 
Norway, to sell some farm products. 

The temperature dropped to 30 
degrees below zero, and the mem- 
bers of the party were forced to 
walk in order to keep from freez- 
ing to death, according to Olson. 
In recalling this “death“ 
said that the last he remembered 
was that he clung to the sled 
thinking’ it an awful dream but 
believing that he would wake up 
beside a warm fire. 

“The next’ moring he regained 
consciousness beside a warm fire. 
His companions were cutting his 
frozen clothing from his body and 
Olson 
recalls how his companions rud- 
bed him with snow and how his 
body ached every time he was

losing a finger or toe two months 
after his “death.”

Pseudo Law Declared 
When it was announced that 
Cedar county would be placed und- 
er martial law, the citizens obtain- 


ed the impression that gatherings | * 


would be prohibited. Wednesday, 
when “pseudo martial law,” what- 
ever that might mean, was declar- 
ed at noon, and later when no in- 
terference by guardsmen was mace 
as several hundred farmers congre- 
gated about the Farmer’s Union oil 
station, the citizens began to won- 
der just what was what and why. 

It was later explained that 
“pseudo martial law” meant mere- 
ly that troops would assist civil 
authorities in the carrying out of 
their duty. According to a proclam- 
ation issued by Gov. Turner the 
Adjutant General, Brig. Gen. Win- 
fred H. Bailey, will “protect any 
and all property, officers, and men 
from unlawful interference and 
will arrest all persons engaging in 
acts of violence, intimidation and 
interference with the enforcemeut 
of the laws. He will prevent the 
assembling and loitering of persons. 
when in his judgment the same is 
necessary.” 

Findley Has Escort 

Crowds which gathered yester- 
day, both at the oil station and the 
court house, were molested in no 
way by the guardsmen. The only 
indication of military authority was 
when Brig. Gen. Park A. Findley, 
in command of the troops in Cedar 
county, read:‘the governor’s pro- 
clamation from the court house 
steps. At that time a military es- 
. cort of about 50 guardsmen stood 
in parade formation in front of the 
uilding.

It is expected that thousands of 
farmers from not only Cedar coun- 
ty but surrounding ones as weil, 
will be in Tipton today. Although 
at a mass meeting Tuesday evening 
the farmers decided not to give up 
the fight, they have not indicated 
what steps, if any,wi ll be taken to 
prevent the application of the tuo- 
erculin injections. 

According to announcement made 
at the court house Wednesday, the 
intelligence division of the national 
guard troops stationed at Tipton 
have reported to General Findley 
that some farmers have been driv- 
ing their cattle out of the couniy. 
Quarantines will probably be plae:- 
ed on a number of the herds to 
prevent the cattle from being driv- 
en out of the county.

Aborted Calf One Result of T. B. Test

TIPTON, Ia.— (Special)—-Dem- 
onstrating one result of the tuber- 
culin test for bovine tuberculosis, 
Ed Scarpio, who lives about eight 
miles south of Tipton on highway 
No. 38, brought an aborted calf to 
the Farmers’ Union Oil station 
Wednesday. The animal, which is 
deformed and unable to stand, was 
viewed by several hundred farmers 
who gathered at the station. 

After it had lain in plain view of 
the farmers for most of the day, it 
was carried to the court house and 
shown to all the county officials. 

Mr. Scarpio said that his cattle 
had been tested twice. This year 
from a herd of 26 head of heifers 
and cows, he lost all but 14 calves. 
The year before, when the herd was 
not quite so large, he lost all but 
three. 





Of the calves which lived all were 
vaccinated and all of them died of 
blood poison, he told the farmers..- 

The calf which was brought to 
Tipton Wednesday had been born 
that same morning. Due to its help- 
less condition, the animal had been 
attacked by hogs and had not Mr. 
Scarpio been there at the time 
would undoubtly have been killed. 

A placard bearing the inscription, 
“One result of the T. B. test” was 
carried with the calf on its tour of 
the court house. Mr. Scarpio re- 
ported that the mother of the calf 
was a fine, healthy looking cow. 

How many months previous to its 
time the calf had been born could 
not be ascertained definitely by the 
owner. 

Mr. Scarpio says he is not now in 
favor of the tuberculin test. 





Rain of Past Week Big Help 


To lowa Livestock Growers 


Corn Is Practically All 
Safe From the Frost 
In State 


DES MOINES—(INS)—A _ seri- 
ous and acute need of water by 
livestock was provided by the rain- 
fall of the past week, according to 
the bulletin released today by 
Charles D. Reed, director of the U. 
S. department of agriculture weath- 
er bureau. 

Last week’s average rainfall for 
Iowa was 3.1 inches. The greatest 
since the week ending Sept. 7, 1926, 
the announcement said. Rain was 
reported as excessive in the north- 
ern part of the state. The rains 
followed excessive temperatures in 
all parts of the state except in the 
southeastern counties. 


Corn is practically all safe from 
the frost, the report stated. In 
the south portion, however, it is 
believed to have dried too rapidly 
for best results. 


Heat Record Breaking 


Mr. Reed’s complete summary 
follows: . 


Record breaking heat for so late 
in the season with afternoon tem- 
peratures in the 90’s, prevailed ov- 
er most of the state the first 
half of the week, followed by hea- 
vy rains in all but the extreme 
southeast counties and much lower 
temperatures. In much of the 
northern half of the state the rains 
were excessive. At Fort Dodge, the 
weekly rainfall was 17.77 inches, 
which is about the normal for the 
two months of August and Septem- 
ber, and the larger part of this feil 
in a few hours. The weekly aver- 
age for the siate, 3.1 inches, is the 
greatest weekly average since the 
week ending September 7, 1926. 
Rivers and streams are beginning 
to respond generally as they have 
not done for months, and hollows 
and depressions are filled with wat- 
er, which in many cases has re- 
lieved a serious and acute need of 
livestock. For example, farmers in 
the vicinity of Alta, Buena Vista 
county, were hauling about 60 
tanks of water per day from the 
town. 


Soil Moisture Restored 


Surface soil moisture has been 
restored to normal in most of the 
state, though the subsoil continues 
dry to great depths, for the rains 
fell so rapidly that much ran off. 
Plowing and preparations for fall 
seeding are going forward rapidly. 

Farmers were busy during recent 
hot days destroying volunteer 
wheat which might harbor Hessian 
flies. At no place in the state was 
it safe to seed winter wheat up to 
this date because of the danger 
from fly infestation, yet some seed- 
ing was done during the past week, 
and those who disregarded the fly- 
free date will probably pay the pen- 
alty as they did last year with 
thousands of acres abandoned be- 
cause of fly damage the following 
May and June.

“Third—Why entorce such an un- 
fair law with state troops, thus 
driving the farmer to more poverty 
in this depression, with twenty-five 
cent wheat. 

“Fourth—You are over fifty years 
old and have drank milk since 
childhood from all kinds of cows. 
Your father and mother did like- 
wise, so in the name of common 
sense why be controlled or domin- 
ated by those fallacies. At least 
withdraw troops and stop all state 
testing until after the next session 
of the legislature, as Nebraska has 
done.

Election May Be Used 
To Decide Tariff 


Issues 


LONDON — (INS)— A general 
election late in October on the tar- 
iff issue became a definite possibi- 
lity today. 

Conservative leaders, drawing as- 
surance from the favorable reac- 
tion of the stock exchange to the 
new momentary situation, expres- 
sed the belief that there was noth- 
ing in the country’s financial or 
ecaonomic situation to delay an 
election, and began to lay plans to 
dissolve parliament as soon as 
pending economy legislation has 
been enacted. 

Heretofore an election had been 
opposed in financial circles on the 
ground that it would prove too dis- 
turbing to a nation already beset 
by disturbing economic ills, but 
the steady and optomistic manner 
with which the country met the 
suspension of the gold standard has 
caused a change in this view. 

It was estimated today that the 
national government would be able 
to complete the balancing of the 
budjet by the end of the first week 
in October, after which the way 
would be clear to proceed with elec- 
tion plans. 

The present program of conser- 
vative leaders does not contemplate 
an appeal to the country for sup- 
port as a conservative party, but 
only as a part of the national gov- 
ernment, headed by Prime Minister 
J. Ramsay MacDonald. 

Endorsement will not only be 
asked of work of the emergency 
government in dealing with nation- 
al economic problems, but the vo-

Veterans Will Demand 
Referendum by the 
Various States 


By WILLIAM K. HUTCHINSON 

DETROIT—(INS)— The Ameri- 
can Legion today will denounce the 
Eighteenth amendment, calling for 
its resubmission by Congress to the 
states for a popular referendum, re- 
ject the cash bonus plan unless a 
miracle occurs, and then elect 
Henry L. Stevens, Jr., youthful 
North Carolina attorney, as its new 
national commander on the first 
ballot. 

This ambitious program con- 
fronted the Legion convention af- 
ter a hectic series of all-night con- 
ferences, caucuses and _ confabs. 
The outlook, as revealed by an In- 
ternational News Service survey, 
was: 

Will Favor Referendum 

Prohibition:—Overwhelming ap- 
proval of the resolution, declaring 
the Eighteenth amendment has 
“created a condition endangering 
respect for law and the security of 
American institutions,” and putting 
the great. veterans’ organization on 
record as favoring “submission by 
congress of the repeal or modifica- 
tion of the present prohibition laws 
to the several states, with a re- 
quest that each state submit the 
question to the voters thereof.” 

Cash Payment of Bonus:—De- 
feat of cash demand by a majority 
of approximately 150 votes, unless 
the convention is stampeded by 
frenzied oratory into rebuking Pres- 
ident Hoover. An early morning 
poll by International News Service 
showed an approximate vote of 777 
to 635 against the cash demand. 
Both sides were claiming victory. 

Will Elect Commander 

National Commander:—Election 
of Henry L. Stevens, of North Caro- 
lina, on the first ballot assured, 
even though his opposition staged 
the bittterest fight in all the his- 
tory of the Legion. 

The action of the Legion in as- 
sailing the Eighteenth amendment 
will be precedent shattering, since 
it will throw the Legion—even 
though but half-heartedly—into 
the fight to modify prohibition. 

The bonus issue presented a sit- 
uation where convention leaders 
are confident the demand for im- 
mediate cash payments would be 
defeated but the proponents claim- 
ed victory and were giving the sup- 





porters of President Hoovcr's atti- 
tude many hours of worry. 
Political Battle Looms 

Two veteran  politicians—Rep. 
Wright Pattman, a Texas Defho- 
crat, and Raymond Field, Oklaho- 
ma publisher who directed Presi- 
dent Hoover’s publicity campaign 
in that state in 1928—threatened to 
upset the “apple-cart.” ‘They start- 
ed out Monday to put over the Cash 
bonus and they have. sent shivers 
down the spines of Mr. Hoover's 
followers. They can’t possibly win 
if an International News Service 
poll is correct, but they haye put 
up one of the finest pélitical bat- 
tles recorded in years., 

The administration’s spokesmen 
here—Theodore Roosevelt, governor 
of Porto Rico; Hanford MacNider, 
minister to Canada;.and Frank, T. 
Hines, veterans administrator— 
fighting with their backs to the wall 
faced the difficult task of securing 
an anti-cash expression from the 
convention. 

As for the commander’s race, it 
was all over but the balloting and 
the shouting. Hail, Henry L. Stev- 
ens, of North Carolina!

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Vaccination Dangers. Known 


To U. S. Public Health Body 








When a careful analysis is made 
of vaccination one cannot remain 
indifferent to this practice but must 
become a bitter opponent to this 
dangerous delusion. It is to be 
hoped that the references cited will 
be- looked: up and lead to further 
study so that a careful analysis may 
be made of all phases of the sub- 
ject. It is to be hoped also that 
this series of articles will be the 
means of enlightening those who 
have any doubts in regard to the 
false claims which have been used 
in foisting this medical fraud upon 
the public with its frequent serious 
consequences. 

In an Editorial in the C. S. Moni- 
tor the faet that the practice has 
been toletated by so many people 
is attribtued to their indifference 
concerning this vitally important 
question. The Editor says: 

fNimriy persons accept vaccina- 
tion in much the same way that 
they accept those other features of 

- their education and invironment to 
which they have not given much 
thought. Recently, however, there 
has been a growing opposition to 
veccination of such a nature that 
the fact is becoming increasingly 
realizéd that there is a well-defin- 
ed line of reasoning against it 
which demands recognition. 

“This applies particularly to the 
efforts which have been made of 
late years to enforce the practice 
upon all persons, and particularly 
children, by law. Say the oppon- 
ents of this method of alleged 
prophylaxis, “Vaccinate if you will, 
and all you will, those who desire 
to undergo this treatment; but leave 
those who,do not desire it to them- 
selves.’ That the logic of the stand 
taken by such opponents of com- 
pulsory vaccination is recognized in 
some medical circles may be seen 
by statements made occasionally in 
authoritative medical journals. Thus 
even as long ago as 1914 American 
Medicine, said in an editorial: 

‘The growing ovposition to vac- 
cination is a matter of grave con- 
cern. This new movement... is 
not the flogical and absurd anti- 
vaccinationist crusade, but is the 
conviction on the part of very in- 
telligent men, that it is useless to 
protect against an infection which 
they may never encounter.’ 

The real issue the Monitor Editor 
says “is that of compelling unwill- 
ing individuals to undergo any kind 
of medical treatment to which they 
strongly -object. Even the most 
ardent proponents of vaccination 
are forced to acknowledge that some 
cases which have been subjected to 
this method suffer untoward after- 
effects. 

“One does not expect such advo- 
cates,of the practice to recognize 
all the bad results which opponents 
trace to it; however, even at that, 
those urging vaccination will find 
this question difficult to answer: 
What right have they to enforce 
upon unwilling persons any method 
which has been proved even rarely, 
to be capable of producing unfort- 
unate results,;sometimes fatal? 

“Many statistics could be quoted 
to indicate both the alleged bene- 
fits of vaceination and the fact that 
these benefits can be traced to other 
factors such as sanitation operating 
at the same time—so that the bene- 
fits may be said to have resulted 
not so much as result of vaccination 
but in spite of it. These, however. 
it will be acknowledged by both 
parties to the question, are largely a 
matter of opinion. The fact that 
outstands all is that an increasing 
number of intelligent persons feel 
deep-rooted objection to submitting 
either themselves of those depen- 


dent upon them to this system of 
alleged medical prophylaxis. Why, 
then, shall they not be allowed their 
freedom in this direction, as they 
are in religion and other depart- 
ments of treatment for disease? The 
answer to this’ question refuses to 
be sidetracked.” 

In view of the discovery by Dr. 


health ‘official at 
Texas, that smallpox is contracted 
only by means of the bedbug in the 
same manner that yellow fever is 
conveyed by the mosquito, which 
was explained in the last article, 
vaccination’ is worse than useless, 
and of late the U. S. Public Health 
Service has issued a warning to 
Boards of Health to note carefully 
cases of: infantile paralysis (poliom- 
yelitis) as possibly having been 
caused by vaccination. 

In the Journal of the Medical 
Society of New Jersey, Director G. 
W. McCoy, U. S. Public Health Ser- 
vice, states: “Any central nervous 
system involvement occurring with- 
ing 30 days subsequent to vaccina- 
tion is worthy of special study. 
Cases reported as_ poliomyelitis, 
gitis, might well be investigated as 
encaphalitis, lethargica and menin- 
gitis, might well be investigated 
as to their vaccination histories, in 
order that cases possibly of the 
post-vaccinal type may not be 
over-looked.” 

The Citizens Medical Reference 
Bureau of New York City took up 
this question with the health offi- 
cers in New York and New Jersey 
and recommended a suspension of 
the vaccination requirements as a 
means of controlling the recent out- 
break of poliomyelitis or infantile 
paralysis. 

In its Bulletin of August 15, 1931, 
the Citizens Medical Reference Bu- 
reau also states: “If boards of 
health were less concerned about 
promoting controversial forms of 
medical treatment, and confined 
their activities to sound principles 
of public health there would be no 
eccasion for these periodical cam- 
paigns of terrorism and-the peo- 
ple would be healthier and happy.”

The Medical Trust Exposed 


By NORMAN BAKER 


This is the 48th installment of a serial article which will 
appear daily in the Midwest Free Press 








All financial expenditures shall be approved by the board 
of supervisors. The county board of health shall serve with- 


out pay. 


The trust doctors composing it no doubt count on 


the effect of such a gesture, knowing that when their plan 

is perfected there will be plenty of doifars for all medical 

trust doctors under the regime of enforced trust medication. 
Centralized Trust Control 


The State Commissioner of health, 


who is a member of 


the American Medical Association, and will always be as long 
as present trust conditions remain, is given centralized pow- 
ers over the county unit health system. His duties are as fol- 


lows: 


He igs to assist in the investigation of all public health ac- 
tivities in all the counties and advise the county board of 
health and the county-board of supervisors regarding the co- 
ordination and correlation of same. In other words, the coun- 
ty units serve under him in the trust controlled system of 
state health. The law distinctly specifies that the State 
Health Department which under existing conditions is al- 
ways controlled by American Medical Association doctors, 
must adopt rules of proceedure and specific duties for the 
county units. In other words, county health units are controll- 
ed by state medical societies, which in turn are conttolled by 
the American Medical Association, or medical trust. 

A county health unit is now being organized in Des Moines 
county, the most populous county in the state which also 
contains the state capital. The way it is being organized gives 
a clear idea of what is ahead in many other counties in lowa, 


if not all of them. 


Would Cost Taxpayers Millions 

Dr. E. H. Coffey of the United States Public Health Serv- 
ice and also a member of the medical trust came to Des 
Moines recently to bring about the organization of this im- 
portant county health unit. At the preliminary meeting he 
informed the audience that the U. S. government will give 
$2,500 toward the organization of such units. He announced 
that the cost of operating the unit would be $20,820 a year 
and stated that the reason for organization of county health 
units was centralization of work, efficiency and economy. 

“There should be one more nurse and the six of them work- 


ing under a competent director. 


There should also be a 


clerk who could answer the telephone, keep records and do 


bookkeeping. 


“The additional nurse would spend a part of her time in 
parochial schools and the balance of her time in other public 
health work. The nurse would of course go into parochial 
schools only if she were wanted. 

“Federal aid for county health units has been given since 


1911,” Coffey said. 


According to this, the 70 or 80 Iowa county units would cost 
the taxpayers well over a million‘dollars a year. 

The Iowa law provides for a permanent president and sec- 
retary for each county health unit together with “any other 
official necessary to transact any and all business coming 
before the board.” These officials together with members of 
the board and the nurses suggested by Dr. Coffey would con- 
stitute a considerable force in each county part of which 
would live at the expense of the taxpayers. The increase of 
the nurses to six, as suggested by Dr. Coffey, would consid- 
erably increase the value of the espionage system in report- 
ing health violators and prospects for private doctors to treat
